Beginning at the intersection of the south right-of-way 
line of Paulding Road and the centerline of Trier Ditch; 
thence east along the south right-of-way of Paulding Road 
to the west right-of-way line of Wayne Trace; thence 
southeasterly along the west right-of-way line of Wayne 
Trace to the intersection of the south right-of-way line 
of Tillman Road; thence west along the south right-of-way 
line of Tillman Road to the intersection of the east line 
of the Wh Section 30, T 30 N, R 13 E, the present City 
Limits; thence, following the present City Limits, north 
along the east line of W% of Section 30, T 30 N, R 13 E, 
to the north right-of-way line of Tillman Road; thence 
east along the north right-of-way line of Tillman to the 
north-south centerline of Section 29, T 30 N, R 13 E; thence 
north along the north-south centerline of said Section 29 
to intersection of the east-west centerline of said Section

3. That said plan sets forth cost estimates of the services to be 
provided, the methods of financing these services, the plan for the organiza¬ 
tion and extension of these services, delineates the non-capital improvement 
services to be provided within one (1) year of annexation, the capital 
improvement services to be provided within three (3) years of annexation, 

and the plan for hiring employees of other governmental entities whose jobs 
will be eliminated by this annexation.
